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Introduction 

EOS MOVIE Utility for EOS-1 D C (hereinafter, "EMU") is software for 
playing, merging and saving movies shot on a CINEMA EOS camera 
EOS-1 DC. 

参 Main Features of EMU 

With EMU, you can play movie files shot with an EOS-1 D C 
smoothly. You can also use View Assist for playing movies shot with 
Canon Log gamma. In addition, you can consecutively play back 
multiple 4 GB movie files created from one clip (a successive 
shooting), merge them into a single file, and save it. Extracting still 
photo (TIFF uncompressed 8-bit RGB format) is also possible. 

• What is Canon Log gamma? 

This function allows rich gradation expression from dark points to 
bright points, applying a wide dynamic range. It maximizes the 
excellent capability of CMOS sensor. 

• What is a movie clip? 

A movie recorded in a single shooting operation is called a movie 
clip. 

① With this software, you cannot play back movies shot on a camera 
other than the EOS-1 D C.

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Playing Back a Movie Clip

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Merging and Saving Movie Files 

When you shoot movies with the EOS-1 D C, the movie file will be split 
by 4 G 目 and multiple movie files will be created automatically, even for 
the single shooting. You can merge these multiple files and save them 
as a single file with this function. 


Checking the Movie Files in a Movie Clip 


In EMU, the split movie files will be displayed as a single movie clip. You 
can check the structure of a movie clip and see the movie files that 
consist the movie clip in the procedures as below.

If EMU is not operating correctly, refer to the information below. 

EMU does not work 

参 starting up several EMU at the same time is not possible. 

• EMU does not operate properly on a computer which does not meet 
the system requirements. Use EMU on a computer compatible with 
system requirements (p.2). 

• Even if your computer has the RAM capacity (memory) described in 
the system requirements (p.2), if other applications are running at the 
same time as EMU, you may not have sufricient RAM (memory). Exit 
applications other than EMU. 


Text and buttons are not displayed properly 

• If the font size for the screen is set to other than 1 00% (96 dpi), text 
and buttons may not be correctly displayed. Set the font size for the 
screen to 100% in the display settings for Windows 7. 
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Error Messages
